DAUAGR BY T1JK FLOODS. 


It is scarcely possible for those who Ih'e 


far a\vay from the flooded districts to 
appreciate the terrors that Lave come to 
Ihe people of the Southwest and South 
during tbe past few weeks cr months. The 
extent of territory covered by water is sat'l 
10 lie larger Iban tbe states of .^fassach^l- 
Eelts, Vermont and Rhode Island com- 
bined, anil tec lands 
Ihus flooded are 


among Ihe richest, best cultivated arid 
rooEt productive In the country. Ami the 
..cml is not yfl. Tlie floods this year have 
r.ol only teen greater than in any previous 
year, but Ihey are likely lo hold dominion 
over ihe inundated district for a longer 
l>rrlod lhau ever before since the srttlc- 
ment of Ihe country. This is no ordinary 
Enring frcshel. hut iiuite the contrary. 


• 
According to government estimates sent 


out from Washington within the past lew 


• days, the loss from 
tbe flooils has 
al- 


ready reached the enormous fifrurc of S!2(>.- 


'• 000,000, a sum equaling by halt Ihe value 


of the entire cotlon product of the South 
lor a year. \Ve of the North, living high 
and dry ami remote from Hint section, can- 
not conceive of tlie magnitude of Ihis over- 
'jlow. 
ll is the most disastrous calamity 


that has befallen the country, both in the 
way of deslruclioa to property and tbe 
loss to human life, since the civil war, 
and recent events go to shov, 
p that consid- 


erable additions must be maiie to tlie fig- 
ures already quoted. 


With these facts before us no one will 


be likely lo complain of the appropriation 
l>y Congress of the si'm of {S,000,OM> for 
ILe relief of the sufferers. It Is a large 
amount, but by no means adequate to the 
Eitua-tiou, except in meeting cases of ex- 
Ireme necessity. The farmers and plant- 
ers of the South are in poor condition lo 
meet such reverses, for cotton has been at 
such a'low price for the pas,t five years 
that they hive really lost money in its 
: 
cultivation. Then when a flood looked in- 
evitable, tliose who owned lands not al- 
ready mortgaged hypothecated their be- 
longings to. raise money with which to 
strengthen their private levees. This liav- 


• ing failed, the prospects of a crop almost 


utterly homeless, it leaves the people In a 
condition thst must excite the sympathy 
of the civilized world. A flood in Ihe .Mis- 
sissippi valley works damage not only to 
the people who ore in the reach of the 
overwhelming waters, but to the vast 
army of millions who are interested with 
them in a business way. Railway lines 
from Chicago and the North traverse lhat 
country. Therefore, that which hurts the 
business of the Louisiaman, the Mlssissip- 
plau aud the Artansan hurts also every 
interest of trade and commerce through- 
out the whole country. These floods will 


these unfortunates. That le about the only 
settled conviction I have 
about 
Cuba.

A consignment ol new rails for the street 


railway cojnpany has te-en received, and 
work on (he Broadway cecilou will be com- 
menced at once, beginning at the One Mile 
Corner. The rails weigh sixly pounds to 
the yard, and are ol (he eame style as 
those In use now, T rails, each sixty feet 
long and clx Inches high. The entire sec-

GRANT'S SAYIHGS. 


Historic Utterances of the Great American 


General. 


It may l« ilouMctl, fays a writer In the 


Outlook, If among the six or seven really 
Illustrious soldiers of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, any except Napoleon has left behind 
well-authenticated records of EO many 
ride-shot utterances as did General Grant. 
In this paper, the writer proposes to place 
hefore the readers of the Outlook some of 
the great captain's hricf and famous his- 
toric sayings, of which it would not be 
difficult to give as many as there arc days 
In the year.
